Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4, 6-25, 28-33, and 36-38 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
do not disclose or suggest a composition comprising a slurry of calcined kaolin which 
has not been mechanically milled in which the composition comprises at least about 
40wt% of calcined kaolin having a particle size of at least 1 urn, at least about 40wt% of 
the calcined kaolin having a particle size of at least about 2um, and in which the slurry 
has a solids content of at least about 58% by weight relative to the weight of the slurry.
